PIGEONS FOR A PASTIME, 
PLEASURE AND PROFIT 


- (By Thos. Lenton) 

The sport of racing homing pigeons 
in this country is fastly spreading. 
There are hundreds of homer breed- 
ers in Canada and the United States 
with the purpose of raising, training 
and flying racing birds. They sell 
just enough birds to pay the feed bills 
of the ones they race. 

You cannot race the adult birds you 
buy, as they will fly back to their 
old home. The birds you raise from 
these adults are the ones you must 
train and race. They are sent away 
to a certain point, and when turned 
loose will fly back to their home, 
they are timed so the rate of speed is 
determined. 

When old birds are raced, the cock 
flies best when their young are from 
ten to twelve days old, and the hen 
when her eggs are from seven to 
eleven days old. If the hen is raced 
in the evening she is anxious to get 
home to her nest. The cock bird also 
should be raced in the evening, as he 
will go at his utmost to feed the 
young ones before nightfall. 

On a clear day, pigeons will fly 
high in the air, almost out of sight, 
while on stormy days they will fly 
close to the ground for any chance 
shelter. In  well-bred pigeons, they 
have been known to return to their 
old home, upon being released years 
later in another city. 

A value of from $5 to $60 is placed 
on a homer that has won a race in a 
competition. It is an exciting sport. 
In 1920 one pigeon fbreeder in Bel- 
gium won $24,000 in prizes. This is 
proof that pigeon racing is the main 
sport in that country. 

Look what the homer and carrier 
pigeons did for the world war. Many 
lives were saved by those feathered 
messengers of the air. 

The homing pigeon differs only 
slightly from the pigeons seen around 
barn lofts. It is told by the eye cere, 
nose cere, shape of the head and body 
eyes, feet, and legs. They come in 
many colors, the most common being 
blue checkers, blue bars, reds, /blacks, 
splashed and whites, There are pure 
white homing pigeons which breed 
true to color or in other words, will 
taise white feathered birds only. 

Pigeons are good to eat, especially 
for children and convalescents. The 
main varieties which are bred for 
table use are Carneaux, Kings, Mon- 
daines and Working Homers. 

At four weeks of age the young 
squab, or nestling pigeon is heavier 
than at any time of its life. It is 
white, soft and fat, making one of the 
finest dishes served today.

If 
the normal stooling igs any heavier 
it will retard maturity and affect 
plumpness, and you cannot depend on 
a sound berry before the frost. To
